_ AUSTRALIA'S NAVY.. 
TORPEpO FLOTILLA TO BE FORMED. 


The long discussed project. of 9 local navy 
for the Australian Commonwealth is-about to 
materialise. 

. Captain ‘S,R. Cresswell, Director‘of Naval 
Forces to the Australian Government, has been - 
spending’ some time in England, obtaining 
provisional tenders for torpedo craft. 

He has made the rounds of the important 
naval building yar4s op the Tyne and Clyde, 
and has now torwarded specifications and 
eatimates for the construction of four destrayers 
and four torpedo-boats to Senator . Thomas 
Playford, with whom rests the responsibility 
of definjtely placing the orders, | 


It is not suggested that this force should in 


any way be a substitute to theBritish Australian 
squadron. It will be merely supplementary to 
it. “ous 
" Captain Cresswell, in ‘the course of au 
interview, very clearly explained the views of 
the Australian authorities upon the subject of 
the Proposed local navy, 
TO ASBIBT THE EMPIRE'S FLEET, 

“Our ides," he said, “is to assist the Imperial 
Fleet, and not to supersede it. -Our little navy 
will stand in thé same light to the Britis! ‘leet 
that a solitary watchman in a warehouse does 
to the organised police sysiem, 

“We. propose to begin by building up a 
torpedo flotilla. 1am due back in Melbourne 
‘by the middle of June. The estimates will 
then come on for discussion, and I think I'may 
say that the scheme I propose will be adopted, 
The additional expenditure incumbent upon 
the Commonwealth will be about £100,000 per 
annum.” 

Sir George S, Clarke, of the Imperial Defence 
Council, with whom Captain Cresswell has 
been in consultation, is understood to favour 
this scheme.

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“GERMANY'S NEW COALING 


Forsome considerable time past rumours 
lave reached and have left Singapore that the 
Gerinans had the intention.al establishing near 
the puita cosling station (or ships flying their 
fay, reinarks the Basterg Daily Mail 6f vinga- 
pore. One of these Incal annotincements went so 
faras to state thatthe Norddeutscher Lloyd Com- 
pany had acquired the means of erecting ils own 
wharves in the island of Singapore itself. In- 
quiry sup elicited a denist of this story. The 
most recent statement, however, was to the 
effect that Gerinany tad secured Pulau Laut, 
South-East Borneo, and again has been {el- 
lowed by varicus official denials, based doubt- 
less upon thas@ official anneuncements. De- 
spite allthis, however, we have every reason 
fo believe that Germany has indeed secired a 
lease of the Territory of Pulau Laut from the 
Duich Government, and’ that she intends to 
ublize that Station for her ships of war in these 
walers—and further that steps have’ already 
been taken.1o secure a considerable supply of 
coal bemny placed on the island, The acquisi- 
tion of }ylaw Laut as aGerman naval station 
willbe arruccomplished fact before many moons 
have passed.
